DUE HERE TOMORROW 


Cross-Continent Schedule Calls 
for 30-Minute Stop at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field. 


The transcontinental air raccrs 
who left New York this morning in 
a 3000-mile race to Los Angeles 
are expected at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field about noon tomorrow, and ar- 
rangements have been made by a 
local committee to feed the pliots 
and their passengers and service 
the planes during the 30-minute 
halt permitted under the rules of 
the race, 

The planes will leave Columbus, 
O.. about 400 miles east of 5t. 


will stop 30 minutes at Terre 
Haute, Ind. On arriving over Lam- 
bert Field each plane will swoop 
across a line on the field marking 
the finish of the ‘Terre Haute-5St. 
Louis leg. T. Preston Sultan, air 
consultant, will time each plane, 
the time to be forwarded to the 
Race Committee at Los Angeles. 
Thirty minutes after they cross the 
finish line here the planes must be 
in the air again bound for Kansas 
City, tomorrow's overnight cnotrol 
stop. 
Phil Love in an “Air Flivver.” 
One plane that is attempting to 
keep up with the racers, although 
not officially entered, is a Klemm- 
Daimler—German-made “air flive- 
ver’’—piloted by Phil Love, an of- 
ficers of the Missouri National 
Guard Air Unit and former air- 
mail flying partner here of Col. 
Lindbergh. The “‘flivver” is a two- 
passenger monoplane powered with 
a 15-horsepower motor. Top speed 
is about 60 miles and hour and the 
little ship lands at 20 miles an 
hour. The plane is a development 
of the glider types so popular in 
Germany, and Love's flight will be 
watched with interest by aviation 
enthusiastis.

many Negroes to his banner, even 
if they vote for Republicans for 
local offices. A stumbling block in 
the Democratic efforts to obtuin 
the Negro yote, according to lead- 
ers of the race here, is the fact 
that Senator Robinson of Arkansas 
is second on the national ticket, 
and many Negro leaders think his 


natural prejudices as a Southerner, 


would be unfriendly to them polit- 
ically. 
11 Per Cent of City’s Vote Negro. 

In the last registration, four 
years ago, 34,073, or 11 per cent, of 
the 302,729 voters here were Ne- 
groes. It is expected that the new 
registration, the latter part of this 
month, will increase the total num- 
ber of Negroes on the poll books 
to about 38,000. About 1900, when 
the Democrats, led by Ed Butler 
and his Indians, were in political 
control of the city, there were 
about 60,000 voters, of whom about 
7000 were Negroes, but the Negroes 
found many hindrances to keep 
them from voting. Increasing Ne- 
gro population during the last 
quarter of a century has helped 
turn the city Republican; the Re- 
publican majority here in the last 
general election, two years ago, 
was about 37,000. Republican pol- 
iticians, while they think they can 
hold their followers in line for the 
State and local ticket, are fearful] 
that Smith will beat Hoover in St. 
Louis. The normal Negro Demo- 
cratic vote here is very small. 

Employed by the city, chiefly in 
the Street Department, are about 
760 Negroes, or a trifle more than 
2 per cent of the ,Negro registra- 
tion. They constitute more than 
10 per cent of the 7000 city work- 
ers and naturally they are all Re- 
publicans. 

No Defections Reported. 

Chairman Pape of the Repub- 
lican City Committee said he had 
every reason to believe that &t. 
Louis Negroes would vote the 
straight Republican ticket, as usual. 
According to the six Nerroes 
among the 56 members of the com- 
mittee, there had been no Negro 
defections from the Republican 
party. No special effort was bkeing 
made to keep this vote in line, as 
none had been found necessary, 
Pape declared, but it had always 
been a harder task to get Negroes 
to register than whWes. 

Chairman Mestres of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee said no 
though had been given as yet to un- 
usual efforts this year to attract 
Negro votes, but something might 
be done after a canvas of the whole 
political situation was completed.

A press dispatch from 
Washington yesterday said that Ne- 
gro speakers on the stump throvgh- 
out the country for the Democratic 
national ticket are stressing the 
randidacy of Joseph L. McLemore, 
a Negro lawyer, the Democratic 
nominee opposing Congressman 
Dyer, who seeks re-election in the 
Twelfth District. 


There is some feeling amonz pol- 
iticians here that McLemore will 
attract individually the votes of 
many Negroes who heretofore have 
supported Dyer, but Republean 
leaders assert tnat Dyer will win. 
There is reason te. believe that 
more Negroes will switch to Mc. 
Lemore than to Smith or to nny 
other Democratic candidate. 


Editor Notes Smith Sentiment. 

Joseph E. Mitchell, editor of the 
St. Louis Argus, a Negro newspa- 
per listed as independent, but with 
strong Republican leanings, him- 
self an independent supporting 
Hoover, said that Hoover would 
get a big majority from Negroes 
here, but that they would give an 
unusually large vote to Smith. 

“A sentiment for Smith has de- 
veloped among numerous colored 
Republicans,’’ Mitchell averred, 
“because of his attitude on prohi- 
bition. Furthermore, the thinking 
class in our race feels the Negro 
has not received a square deal from 
Republican leaders, who have 
made implied promises that have 
not. been fulfilled. McLemore’s 
nomination for Congress undoubt- 
edly will attract many to the Dem- 
ocratic ticket. For me there's too 
much ‘South’ on the Democratic 
ticket.” By “South,” Mitchell add- 
ed. he meant Robinson 


McLemore had this to say: “I 


believe that colored. people are 
gradually awakening te the fact 
that Smith is one of the fairest men 
in the country for all the people. 
Little by little, I see leaders. of 
progressive thought coming to the 
realization that it is not the party, 
but the President, that sits in the 
White House.” 

Democratic Paper Suspended, 

Recently publication here of a 
short-lived Negro Democratic 
newspaper, the Standard-News, 
was suspended, finding little sup- 
port. The editor, Edgar G. Brown. 
who unsuccessfully supported a Ne- 
gro for the Democratic nomination 
for Congress in the Twelfth Dis- 
trict two years ago, has gone to 
Chicago; last week he won the na- 
tional Negro tennis championship 
at Bordentown, N. J. 

George B. Vaghon, who sought 
that nomination in 1926, said: “I 
am a Democrat and am for Smith. 
Many more Negroes will vote for 
the Democratic candidate than in 
previous elections. Prohibition is 
the chief reason. There is a feel- 
ing that the country has been hurt 
by it and that there will be relief in 
Smith. I would not say, however, 
that the Negro vote here for Smith 
will be as great as for Hoover.” 

State Representative John A. 
Davis of the Third District: “I am 
Republigan and will vote for Hoo- 
ver, but with McLemore, Franklin 
Miller for Circuit Attorney and 
Smith on the Democratic ticket, I 
expect between 10,000 and 20,000 
Negroes to vote the Democratic 
ticket. There has been considera- 
ble feeling here against the Repub- 
lican. party because of the small 
amount of patronage granted Ne- 
groes, and Smith’s wetness of 
course has a strong appeal.” 

Aaron W. Lloyd, Grand Chan- 
cellor of the Negro Knights of 
Pythias of Missouri, a Republican, 
said Hoover would get.a big ma- 
jority from Negroes here and that 
he had not noticed a tendency of 
Negroes to desert the party.

It has examined 
the books and accounts of public 
utilities and holding companies 
and found many cases of large 
scale stock watering and pyramid- 
ing as well as instances of extra- 
ordinary profit to small groups of 
insiders. 

The public hearings of the com- 
mission will be resumed on or 
about Sept. 15. General Counsel 
Robert E. Healey and his assist- 
ants are studying the new evidence 
with a view to preparing subpenas 
for witnesses. Some of the wit- 
nesses have already been selected 
and others will be chosen within 
the next few days. 

An important part of the new 
evidence is said to relate to the 
situation in California and other 
Pacific Coast States where the 
fight over public ownership in 
connection with Boulder Dam and 
other great projects has been par- 
ticularly bitter. It has been 
charged that the public utility cor- 
porations have spent as much 
money in propaganda and politics 
west of the Rocky Mountains as in 
all the rest of the country put to- 
gether. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars are said to have been ex- 
pended in a single California cam- 
paign where the Issue of public 
ownership of water power was in- 
volved. 

The commission is engaged in 
obtaining an accounting from pub- 
lic utility corporations and associa- 
tions of all funds expenéed direct- 
ly or indirectly in connection with 
recent political campaigns. These 
do not always show on the com- 
pany’s books. 

One large puble utility in the 
Middle West. for example, has in 
the past made a practice of han- 
dling all such political expenditures 
through its attorneys and charg- 
ing the total up as legal expenses. 
This particular case was uncovered 
when the income tax inspectors 
demanded an accounting from the 
attorneys for their faflure to report 
for tax purposes the large amount 
of money which had _ passed 
through their hands. In other 
cases corporation officers who han- 
dle such matters apparently as a 
personal matter are then reim- 
bursed by their corporations under 
the guise of “expenses.”

Considers Treaty Binding. 

“T have heard it said that the 
treaty does not amount to much 
because there is no force beuaind 
it. I regard this treaty just as 
binding as any other treaty, There 
is nothing behind any treaty ex- 
cept the word of the nations that 
sign it. If a government makes a 
treaty to furnish an army and does 
not see fit to do so, there is no 
way to enforce that treaty. 

“There is just the same obliga- 
tion, the same national honor, in a 
treaty not to go to war as there 
is in a treaty to go to war. I 
think the signing of this treaty is 
a great triumph in the cause of 
peace. 


Language of Treaty Plain.

The Franklin County poisonicases are a well-nigh 
incredible example of the breakdown of county jus- 
tice. Over a period of 18 years Mrs. Bertha Gifford, 
has been playing her role as volunteer nurse, and in 
that time 17 men, women and children have died sud- 
denly following her ministrations. The last suspi- 
cious death occurred in May, 1927. Only within the 
last few weeks has the law begun to perform its 
function of investigating and punishing what looks 
like wholesale murder. Mrs. Gifford is in jail and 
has confessed feeding arsenic to three of her de- 
ceased “patients.” 

Perhaps the primary cause of this situation lies 
at the door of the physicians called in to attend Mrs. 
Gifford’s cases. These physicians, through timidity, 
lack of initiative and “neighborly feeling,” failed to 
divulge their suspicions to the authorities. They is- 
sued death certificates in the cases with such no- 
tations as “acute gastritis, cause unknown,” and other 
vague and meaningless phrases. They failed to insist 
upon post mortem examinations. It has been a la- 
mentable exhibition of professional cowardice and 
neglect of duty. k 

Mrs. Gifford’s career and the happenings at the 
so-called house of mystery have been the subject of 
widespread gossip for years. ‘The law officers of the 
county must have known of the suspicions that had 
been raised against her. In default of action by the 
doctors, why did not the county authorities investi-- 
gate? It is true Prosecutor Jenny last year present- 
ed the case to the grand jury, but failed to produce 
evidence warranting an indictment. Where was the 
Coroner, whose duty is primarily the investigation 
of suspicious deaths? 

Admittedly, it is difficult in a country community 
to get neighbors to testify against one another. This 
feeling was especially strong apparently around Cat- 
awissa. Nevertheless, if the county authorities had 
demanded a single post mortem in these poison cases, 
it no doubt would have adduced evidence upon which 
a prosecution could have been based. Under those 
circumstances, with a tangible charge placed against 
Mrs. Gifford, the spell would have been broken, as it 
is now. ! 

The Gifford case calls attention once again to a 
much-needed reform suggested by the Missouri Asso- 
ciation for Criminal Justice in its recent survey of

Was President Sloan of General Motors induced by 
political pressure or persuasion to come out in a pub- 
lic statement for Mr. Hoover?

And 
the fact itself, if it is a fact, may be accepted as a 
proper item of political strategy. 

Two of this biggest corporation’s big men, Mr. 
Raskob, former head of the company’s Finance Com- 
mittee and Mr. du Pont, chairman of the board, are 
in politics. Both are for Gov. Smith; the first as his 
campaign manager; the second, as a well-wisher. Both 
had previously affiliated with the Republican party, 
though in a perfunctory rather than actively partisan 
sense. Their conversion to Gov. Smith has doubtless 
been of value to the Democratic candidate because of 
its effect on public sentiment. In the circumstances 
a counter move was obvious Republican tactics. Mr. 
Sloan was the man of all men to redress the balance 
‘of public sentiment because of his industrial prestige. 

Such is the practical politics of this latest coup. It 
is “first-class fighting” politics and is another of the 
many omens pointing to a campaign that will be 
memorable for the vigor, managerial skill and re- 
sources with which it will be fought. 

Mr. Sloan’s statement itself commands respect. He 
believes in Mr. Hoover’s superior capacity to continue 
the Coolidge prosperity. He believes in prohibition 
as an economic factor—believes that it has increased 
the worker’s efficiency and enhanced his purchasing 
power. Those are conservative claims, and as such 
they are far more convincing than, for example, the 
preposterous six-billion-dollar fantasy of Prof. Irving 
Fisher, or the professional ululations of Anti-Saloon 
Leaguers. Further, Mr. Sloan asserts his intellectual 
integrity by recognizing that “conditions respecting 
the observance of the law are far from satisfactory 
and time may prove the necessity for some adjust- 
ments.” That reservation and the candor and hon- 
esty back of it will distress the fanatics, but will be

There is much to support this view. Mrs. Knapp’s 
previous career is unblemished. A woman of the 
finest standing, she has been regarded as the leading 
woman politician in New York State and as a po- 
tential candidate for Lieutenant-Governor. She rose 
to the highest office ever won by a member of her 
sex in New York State—Secretary of State. When 
her irregularities in handling census funds became 
known, it was difficult to launch a prosecution 
against her because no one could believe Mrs. Knapp 
guilty of crookedness. In fact, the District Attorney 
of Albany County refused to present the case to 
the grand jury. Prosecution was only begun by the 
interposition of Gov. Smith, who directed the Attor- 
ney-General to proceed. 

Mrs. Knapp’s conduct throughout has been thor- 
oughly feminine: No man would do what she @id in 
obstructing the law and in filing false affidavits. 
Mrs. Knapp quite evidently did not understand the 
gravity of such offenses.

AN IMPASSE AT ST. CHARLES. 
Homecoming motorists caught in Monday’s holiday 
traffic at St. Charles suffered the torture of intoler- 
able delay getting across the Missouri River. By § 
o'clock in the evening the crossing consumed two 
hours. 
There is a remedy for this Situation, as there is a 
remedy for the congestion of traffic on the St. Charles 
road. That is to vote the new $75,000,000 bond issue 
in Missouri next November, and make it possible for 
the State HighWay Commission to carry out its plans 
for relieving the pressure upon this entrance to the 
city. The commission plans to bridge the Missouri 
at the end of the Olive Street road, thus taking 
St. Charles off the main trunk highway across the 
State. It then proposes to increase the width of the 
St. Charles road to some 49 feet. The Olive Street 
road, meanwhile, will be probably 54 feet to the river 
and 36 feet from the river to itg junction with the 
present State highway at Wentzville. Widening of 
the St. Charles road does not; in truth, depend upon 
the bond, issue. It will be done in time whether the 
bonds pass or not; but the diversion of the Olive 
street road, which is all that can abate the delay at 
St. Charles Bridge when traffic is heavy, 


does de- 
pend upon the bond issue.

Mr. Green Speaks for Labor

T is) cusy to understand the pride with 
| which President Green in his Labor day 

address at Cleveland referred to the wide 
acceptance now accorded to labor’s view 
regarding wages. The old idea that pros- 


perity is dependent on low wages and cheap ' 


production no longer holds first place in 
the creed of the American business lpan. 
lie has discovered that under modern in- 
dustrial conditions low wages do not always 
mean low production costs, but that they 
do invariably mean a curtailed demand for 
products, 

While employers have thus been brought 
around to labor’s point of view, labor like- 
wise has been readjusting its atlituds to- 
ward production. American labor has 
learned that high wages and high stand- 
ards of living are possible only with an 
abundance of goods. The policy of restrict- 
ing output maintained so persistently in 
some of the countries overseas has no cor- 
responding place in the labor program in 
this country. ‘The insistence here is not 
that production be held in check, but that 
wages keep pace with our increasing power 
of production, 

As Mr. Green points out, this greater 
productive power and industrial expansion 
may eventually give rise to the vexing 
problem of machine displacement and un- 
employment. So far these developirents 
have caused no very serious difficulties, for 
the reason that new industries and new so- 
cial needs have eventually provided em- 
ployment for those who have been dis- 
placed. The time’may come, however, when 
it will be no longer possible to absorb the 
displaced workers in this manner. What 
then? Shall labor fall back On the old 
policy of “ca’canny,” as it has in England 
and seek to create More jobs by producing 
less per worker? 

Mr. Green advances no such program. 
While insisting that the workers shall not 
“be made the victims of invention, science, 
skill and of their own efficiency,’ he also 
welcomes the advent of better machinery 
and of super power as a Means of reducing 
drudgery and improving the whole ‘social 


order. With the vision of a statesman; he

perceives the futility of a backward step, 
Nevertheless, he regards the period of un- 
employment during the current year as an 
unhappy omen. The recurrence of such de- 
velopment would undermine the welfare: of 
the workers, 

Mr. Green therefore appeals to the Gov- 
ernment and to -udustrial leaders to join 
with the American Federation of Lator in 
finding ways and means’ by which this 
threat may be removed. He urges that the 
Government appropriate funds for public 
improvements, with the praviso that the 
funds shall be available whenever a sub- 
stantial amount of unemployment is in evi- 
dence. The inauguration of thig work in a 
period when industry is slack will stimulate 
activity in Various lines of private business 
and tend to break the vicious circle which 
often results from the stagnation of one or 
two basic industries. There is nothing vi- 
sionary about this proposal. It was put for- 
ward in 1922 by President Harding's con- 
ference on unemployment, of which Mr. 
Hoover was chairman. Several bills have 
been laid before Congress'to make gich a 
plan effective, but they have failed to rouse 
the interest and support of the present ad- 
ministration. 

Mr. Green cites s labor’s two chief griev- 
ances the misuse of injunctions and the 
forcing of employes to join so-called ¢«-m- 
pany unions, instead of an organization of 
their own choosing. The reasons which he 
gives for his opposition to these abuses will 
appeal to all fair-minded people. But what 
he says with regard to the political situa- 
tion will perhaps attract most genera! at- 
tention. The Federation, he states, will 
follow no partisan policy during the cam- 
paign. Special attentioh will be given to 
the candidates for Congress, because of tLe 
important labor legislation which may 
come before that body and “working men 
and womer will be called upon to join in 
supporting their friends and defeating their 
enemies.” The speech attests anew those 
qualities which dave characterized Mr. 
vreen as a leader of American labor. He 
reveals himself as both a liberal and a 
realist.
